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Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-12, drawn to a method of training through the use of an online training facility, 
classified in class 434, subclass 365. 

II. Claims 13-20, drawn to a method for training through the use of an online simulator, 
classified in class 434. subclass 118. 

2. The inventions are distinct each from the other because inventions I and II are prima facie 
independent and distinct inventions due to their recitations of distinct and specific structures. The 
invention of Group I is related to a method for training a user to use a self-service kiosk including the 
steps of providing a self-service kiosk for providing a service to a user; on or adjacent to the self-service 
kiosk, providing the address of an online training facility; and providing at said address an online training 
facility instructing the user in the user of said self service kiosk. The invention of Group II is directed to a 
method of training a user on of a self service kiosk including the steps of providing a self-service kiosk for 
providing a service to a user; on or adjacent to the self-service kiosk, providing the address of an online 
simulator; and providing at said address an online simulator simulating the function of said self-service 
kiosk. It is readily distinguishable that the online training facility does not necessitate or require the use of 
the online simulator. Similarly, the online simulator functions in an inherently different manner than the 
online training facility, which merely provides infonmation on the use of the self-service kiosk. Because 
these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate status in the art 
because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an election of 
the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 
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4. The examiner notes that the claims as originally filed included two claims number 1 9. In order for 
proper prosecution of the case to continue the examiner has renumbered the second claim 19 as claim 
20.
